count as against three for Al Smith in 1928. 


President Hoover lost four votes over last year but there was 


an absentee vote uncounted, and this vote was Republican. Presi- 
dent Hoover received 24 votes this year as against 28 in 1928. 


In 1924 the vote was Coolidge 24 and Davis 4. 
A total of 33 votes were cast this year in this normally Re-

There are 
very few cases of 
real acidosis, but 
many cases xof 
acidity. 


First, let us consider acidity. Acid- 


ity, or "hyperacidity," as it Is some- 
times called. Is a condition In which 
the stomach secretes an over-abund- 
ance of hydrochloric acid. This acid 
In proper quantities Is normally 
found In the juices of the stomach. 
Its presence Is necessary for the 
proper digestion or food. 


A person suftcnns from acidity has 


too much hydrochloric acid in his 
stomach. The suflerer belches, has 
an acid taste in his mouth, and is 
subject to "bilious attacks". 


The first step in the correction of 


this condition is care In the diet

diet and^caieless eating habits. Avoid 
excessive "eafing ^aad <jmit

cess, particularly o' meat, should not 
be eaten. Worry and emotional ex- 
citement delay the cure. 


Acidosis, reaJ aciclosis. Is usually a 


fatal condition. It may be traced to 
some org-anic disturbance of 
the 


body. It occurs in the course of serj- 
ous and prolonged ailments. It ma> 
follow hemorrhage or an operation 
where there has been a great loss of 
blood. It is also encountered in se- 
vere cases of starvation 
It might 


have attacked Gandh, had he con- 
tinued his fast. 


Acidosis is caused by an excessive 


accumulation of acias within the 
body 
There must be a definite re- 


lationship between the amount of 
acids and alkaline substances in the 
body. This proper balance is main- 
tained bv the excretion of waste ma- 
terials tliroutjh the kidnevs, skin, and 
intestines. When the body is unable 
to throw oft these waste?, mcludir.s 
the excess of acids, acidosis results 


Please bear in mind that acidity 


and acidosii are two distinct and sep- 
arate ailments. Do not confuse them. 
As you see. you are not hkely to 
meet acidosis. bat by faults of eat- 
ing you are almost sure to suffer 
from thote symptoms which are com- 
monly called "acidity". 


The surest way to be comfortable 


at all times Is to cat temperately. 
Foods must be selected with great 
wisdom if >ou have a tendency to 
"acid stomach".
